Francis Angus Farris. Mrs. 
Smith’s father built the main 
part of the old Farris home- 
place and brought his wife 
there as a bride, where all 
nine of the children were born. 
The old Farris home is a 


large, well taken care of, 
imposing white structure on 
Claxton Avenue across the 


street from the Dairy Queen. 
It is one of the oldest homes in 
Elba, at %l years old. 

Aunt ‘‘Eppa’; has countless 
numbers of nieces and ne- 
phews, several of them liv- 
ing in Elba. 

Mrs. Smith _ started to 
school when she was 7 in Elba 
and went through high school 
here. 

In October, 1913, Mrs. 
Smith married Mr. Joshua 
Drayden Smith, whose parents 
were Mr. and Mrs. W. C. 
Smith, of Opelika. Mr. Dray- 
den Smith’s mother was Miss 
Barbara Mayes before her 
marriage (io Mr. Smith. At 
a very early age, Mr. Smith, 
along with his brothers and 
sisters, and parents, moved 
from Opelika and settled near 
Pine Level. 

He and a brother, Claude, 
owned and operated Smith 
Bros. General Merchandise 
Store on Plant Ave., which is 
still standing. For awhile it 
was the home of the Elba Lit- 
tle Theatre and then was used 
by the Elba United Methodist 
Church as a coffeehouse for 
the young people of the church. 

When Mr. Smith went out 
of business and sold the store 
in January of 1965, it had the 
distinction of being the oldest 
store in Elba.

All the armies that ever 
marched and all the navies 
that ever sailed, and all the 
parliaments that ever sat, and 
all the kings that ever rei- 
gned, put together, have not 
affected the life of man upon 
this earth as has that one 
solitary life.

CHRISTMAS GIFT PLANTS 

Here are some tips oncar 
ing for three of the most 
popular Christmas gift pl 
ants--poinsettia, chrysanthe 
mums and azaleas 

The poinsettia is one of 
the most popular Christinas 
holiday plants. The frequency 
and amount of water a poin 
settia needs varies from one 
location to another depending 
on temperature and light, but 
they should be watered lightly 
once or twice a week rather 
than heavily atonetime. Don ; 
place the plant in @ draft. In 
direct natural light will pre 
vent prematuce leafdrop. The 
newer varieties are extremely 
long-lasting and should be 
pretty for a long time after 
the new year begins 

Chrysanthemums are the 
most popular plants sold on 
a year-round basis in Ala 
bama. Water the plant when 
the soil begins to crumble and 
feels a little dry. Don't wait 
until the plant wilts, but don’t 
keep it saturated A sunny 
window in a room thatis com 
fortable for you is suitable for 
the plant 

Although most people think 
of azaleas blooming only inthe 
Spring, they bloom in many 
florist shops during the Chri 
stmas season, Somiumarieties 
are suitable for planting out 
doors. They way tokeepazal 
eas blooming the longest is 
to set the pot in a saucer 
with water in it at all times 
Place plants where they will 
get indirect light. Plant hardy 
varieties outdoors after they 
stop blooming 


JANUARY SHEET AND LINEN 
SALES 

Buying sheets ant linens 
during the January ‘‘white 
sales’’ is a good way to save 


money 
When shopping for bed 
linens, first consider fabric 


selection Most sheets are 
cotton or 4 combination of cot 
ton and polyester. Cotton and 
polyester or perinanent-press 
Sheets have a smooth feeling 
to the hand and do not require 
ironing 

Sheets aredeseribed by th 
read count, which is the total 
humber of warp yarns plus 
the number of filling yarns 
per square inch. Sheets with 
a higher thread count are con- 
sidered better 

The next thing to consider 
when shopping during the 
“white sales” is the durabil 
ity. The wearing qualities of 
4 sheet can be determined by 
examining the weave and sel 
vage. Read the label to find 
out about the quality 

A desirable sheet will look 
smooth, firm, and evenly and 
closely woven when held tothe 
light The lengthwise and 
crosswise yarns will be about 
the same thickness. There 
will be no weak spots or kn- 
ols. 

The better sheets willhave 
a tape selvage that is neat 
and smooth. Hems will be 
Straight, neat, turned evenly 
and closed at ends Hem 
stitched hems decrease the 
service and increase the cost 

A small amount of sizing 
is allowed in finishing, but an 
excess amount is sometimes 
used on loosely woven sheets 
When it is washed, the sheet 
lacks body. Totest, rub sheets 
gently between thumb and 
forefinger over a dark sur- 
face. A show of white pow 
der indicates excessive siz- 
ing
